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THE PANEL SYSTEM 


&@ necessary part of town planning control 

has not been by any means simple, nor was it 

anticipated by the most enthusiastic advocates 
of the system that there would not be serious diffi- 
culties to contend with. It is difficult to conceive one 
cut-and-dried system that will serve all the different 
conditions between one district and another and 
between the rural districts and the urban, and 
between the north and the south, with equal facility. 
Accordingly, it is to the credit of those who have 
attempted to operate the system that manners of 
working vary widely from place to place. 

In some places a central panel is set up over a region, 
and exists more as a body of reference when matters of 
dispute crop up. In others, all the plans submitted 
to an individual authority are referred to a panel for 
advice, whether dispute has arisen or not. The latter 
system is perhaps the more complete of the two, in 
that any system, under which the qualified court of 
reference does not operate until a dispute arises, suffers 
from the defect that the authority may be all the time 
approving work which no qualified critic would have 
passed ; and there is no doubt that a great deal of this 
innocent laxity does persist. 

If we consider the fuller system as more nearly the 
ideal at which we would aim in a scheme to cover the 
whole country, we shall see that there are difficulties 
which must at times embarrass the architect members 
who give their services to the cause. They are at the 
same time members of a profession with its own code 
of conduct, and have accepted a trust from the local 
authority that they have consented to advise. The 
trust that they have accepted is that they will say 
honestly and without favour whether designs put before 
them will injure the amenities of the district, and 
whether they conform to the traditions which they 
feel the district should maintain or develop. In such a 
trust there can be no question of discriminating between 
one class of designer and another, except that a panel 
could feel satisfied that a design is more likely to be 
translated into decent building if under the control of 
an architect than under no such control. 

So we arrive at a situation which must arise at some 
time or other, when a qualified architect deposits a 
design which his colleagues on the panel honestly feel 
will injure the amenities of the district. Is the panel 
justified either in refusing to give advice upon such a 
case or in recommending approval against its own 
convictions ? Most certainly, all will agree, not the 
latter alternative, but the first is a more open matter. 

Perhaps we should look upon the matter first as a 
matter of public policy. Will the public respect a system 
under which architects are privileged to a private 
appeal, which other people are denied 4 We are inclined 
te think that if it became understood that an architect 
could be assured that any design he prepared would be 
accepted, the public would at once jump to the conclu- 
sion that the panel system was devised in the interests 
of architects and for no other purpose. The voluntary 
services of the panel members would then be appraised 
at a false value, and we should not be surprised to see 
the system die a natural death on that account. We 
suggest that if voluntary services are offered to the 
public, they must be given without reserve and without 
favour to the class from which the panel is recruited. 

It is obvious, however, that panel members must 
find it distasteful to be called upon to pass adverse 
judgment upon the work of a colleague, though it is

rarely that occasions such as this arise. The Institute 
has devised a code of procedure to meet such cases, 
recommending that a panel should meet the architect 
before recommending the disapproval of his design, 
and endeavour to arrive at a satisfactory solution ; 
and that, failing agreement, the matter should be 
referred to a special committee. It would no doubt 
be a relief to panel members if the final responsibility 
for a decision in such cases could be delegated to a higher 
authority. _But the course can hardly be a simple one to 
fit into the routine of local government. A local 
authority must approve or disapprove under by-laws 
within one month of deposit, and under town planning 
within two months. The panels cannot expect to have 
the whole of this period at their disposal, and in many 
cases the time left for their considerations is very 
short indeed. It is therefore very doubtful whether 
it would be possible for the necessary interviews, and 
the convening of the special committee, to be fitted 
into the short period during which an authority retains 
the right to disapprove elevations, It would seem to 
be a breach of trust if a panel connived at a procedure 
which might bring about approval of a ign by 
default on the Council’s part. 


It is fairly well known that this matter has arisen as 
a result of the disapproval of ‘‘ modernistic’’ designs for 
the countryside. It is no mere Battle of the Styles, 
but one of very deep concern to those who believe that 
the countryside should be respected in a quiet and 
traditional manner. It has been implied that such work, 
if by a qualified architect, is not illiterate, and therefore 
not a subject with which a panel is concerned. But 
many panel members, we are told, feel strongly that 
any “blatant” offence, according to their judgment, 
against the charm and familiarity of the countryside, is 
“ignorant and deplorable, whether perpetrated by a 
qualified architeet-or by a housing company, or by the 
country builder... They are no more inclined to lend 
countenance to what they regard as bad manners, than 
to approve bad language provided it is spoken with an 
Oxford accent. When men feel as strongly as this, 
they cannot bury their convictions in professional 
etiquette.” 


We have urged a Policy in Art on several occasions 
in these columns, and we feel that this is a case where 
the lack of it is strongly felt. We believe that average 
opinion in the profession is opposed to extremism 
in design. If this is true, there seéms to be no reason 
why the profession should shirk a statement to that 
effect. And if sucha statement were made courageously, 
would it not be reasonable to ask those who tend towards 
the extreme to subordinate their personal choice to the 
average opinion of their colleagues? The onus of 
professional manners would then seem to be moved 
from the shoulders of the panel, which must act without 
choice, to the individual designer who is free to choose, 
and, incidentally, from the shoulders of those who are 
acting without fee for the good of the community to 
those who are paid to do their job. We feel sure that 
the beauty of England will not be served by com- 
promising with things with which we cannot agree, 
and that the ultimate good of the profession cannot 
be served by permitting professional interests to out- 
weigh matters of deep personal conviction. 


These matters must be carefully considered by those 
in authority, and a way found by which panels can act 
without embarrassment. either from their colleagues 
or from the authorities they have agreed to serve. Fail- 
ing a remedy, it would appear far better to withdraw 
the services of the profession than to render incomplete 
services, which can only prejudice the good work that 
is being done;

Town planners will regard the principle 
of this proposal with favour, as it 
should enable uniformity to be ob- 
tained in regard tosuch matters as lay- 
out, surfacing and signalling—matters 
which have up to the present been 
variously treated. We do not know 
on the information at present before us 
whether the Minister intends to use the 
powers for which he proposes to obtain 
sanction to control ribbon development 
along those roads. Much of the mile- 
age is already built-up in this way, but 
there are several means (notably those 
connected with road charges and the 
right to connect with public sewerage) 
by which further development might be 
restricted. We shall hope that in any 
eer legislation this point will be 
pt in mind. 


THOSE who are aware 
Mey pe of the lack of codifica- 
tion of building by- 
laws _ throughout the 
country, and of the 
expense and delay occasioned by the 
existence of obsolete regulations, will 
learn with considerable satisfaction 
that it is the intention of the Govern- 
ment to effect in the new Public Health 
Bill simplification and codification 
of legislation affecting the design and 
erection of buildings.

The Door. 

Stmr,—Has anyone ever realised the extra- 
ordinary amount of clerical labour, includin 
professional clerical labour, there is attached 
to the building industry? Let us take a door 
as an illustration, and recite a few of the 

‘ bookings,” etc., that take place in connec- 
tion therewith. 

The door is first of all drawn, traced and 
probably duplicated on sun-copy drawings, 
written and described in a specification (of 
which there may need to be several copies), 
taken off by the surveyor, abstracted, billed 
and duplicated in several copies of the quan- 
tities, which, in due course, reach the 
builders for tendering purposes. It will be 
priced by the estimator, extended by a clerk, 
cast by a clerk, checked 

y another rought into the 
estimate. = 

t is here, after the many bookings that 
have taken place, the to 
erystallise. The builder will presumably have 
had many previous bookings, entries and 
checking of accounts, etc., in dealing with the 
timber that is to provide the basis of the door. 

The door will again be booked in an order 
from the office to the joinery shop, when the 
joinery foreman will, after setting out, book 
the door to the mill, where more booking will 
take place. In due course the door will 
return to the joiners’ shop, with more book- 
ing as to time, glue, nails, brads, etc., and 
upon completion will be booked for delivery 
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by lorry to the job, and d booked up 
again on the foreman’s return of deliveries. 
Here one would assume there has been qui:e 
enough booking, but it is not so. i is 
possible that there will have been a variation 
on the job; hence the door, as originally 
taken, has to be booked out, and the varied 
door booked in, abstracted and billed, priced, 
extended and cast in the variation account. 
Here, one might assume, surely is the end 
of this mass of booking, measuring, abstract- 
ing and variations, etc., but it is not so. The 
cost has to be entered into the prime cost of 
the joinery books in the builders’ office and 
then transferred (one uses the word trans- 
ferred, being tired of writing the word 
“booked ” too often) to the main prime cost 
books, and in due course is included i in the 
company’s balance-sheet, only to be again 
taken into consideration for income tax pur- 


poses. 

Whilst the door is used to show the many 
bookings, it is but to illustrate this costly sys- . 
tem, as applied to all, and it would be safe 
to assume that in a four-panelled door at 
1s. 9d. per foot super there has been at least 
334 per cent. expended in various channels 
on what can briefly be recited and repeated as 
** booking.”’ 

One wonders how ready-made doors can 
be supplied at less than 1s. per ft. super, but 
perhaps there are not so many bookings!

(2) If such a room be . . . wholly or 
partly in the roof... it shall be eight 
feet at the least in height from the floor 
to the ceiling over not less than two- 
thirds of the area of the floor and... 
not less in any part thereof than five 
feet. . ..

Srastes—‘‘ Toe Witiows.”’ 


Dear Mr. Purcuase,—You will no doubt 
have seen from the Press that we are having 
trouble over the above. I am enclosing here- 
with copies of those by-laws under which we 
are judged to be offending. 

You will note that in each case the by-law 
is prefaced with the words ‘‘ Every person 
who shall erect a new building.”’ We are 
not, of course, erecting a new | uilding, but 
merely reconstructing an existing building. 
There are actually by-laws which envisage 


the reconstruction of an existing buildi 
though not bearing upon these ioe 
points. I have no doubt in my mind that the 
by-laws in general cannot apply to such a 
case as this. 


However, I imagine that ou, like myself, 
have no wish to stir up trouble, and I will go 
into the question, without prejudice, as to 
whether the plans can be made to conform to 
the by-laws as though for a new building, 
without serious extra expense. 

I am sorry this has arisen, since I felt 
quite confident of approval. W. Scatz.

Dear Mr. Purcuase,—Further to my last 
letter, I have now been into the question of 
amending the 

So far as the damp-proof course is con- 
cerned, I had intended to render the surface 
concrete, and the walls to a height of 4 ft., 
with waterproofed cement, as a substitute 
for the expensive process of cutting in a 
dampcourse, which I have found equally 
effective in similar reconstruction jobs. The 
Surveyor will not accept this, however, and 
insists that a dampcourse shall be inserted. 
This will cost more than the measures I have 
suggested, but is not sufficient in itself to kill 
the job, 


The other matters are, however, serious. 
The height from the existing loft floor to the 
underside of the collars upon which I pro- 
posed to put my ceiling is only 7 ft. 6 in. 
The height from the floor to the lower slope 
of the roof is only 4ft. 6in. I can increase 
the latter to the prescribed height of 5 ft. by 
studding out about 6in. of each side, 
reducing the width of the room by 1 ft. or 
so. I can also, at some additional expense, 
raise the ceiling collars, without destroying 
the roof. Unfortunately, however, this 
raising of the ceiling to 8 ft. renders the flat 
portion less than two-thirds of the floor area, 
so that we again run foul of the by-laws. 


I can only surmount this difficulty by 
moving the ashlaring further into the room, 
which would make rooms too narrow for com- 
fortable furnishing, or by raising the entire 
roof. This means substantially rebuilding 
the upper story and renders the existing 
charming half-tamber work inapplicable, as 
well as destroying the nice proportions of the 
job. The cost of this would make the pro- 
position an indifferent one from your point of 
view, and I am forced to the conclusion that 
this job cannot be made to conform with the 
by-laws for new buildings in any profitable 
or handsome way. 


Your alternative will be to proceed and let 
the Council take action, in which I should 
say you stand an excellent chance of winning. 
I have read the by-laws from end to end, and 
can see no ground for designating this recon- 
struction as a new building, and therefore no 
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presets for requiring the by-laws for new 
uildings to apply to it. . 

I suggest that you should get my opinion 
either confirmed or othe:wise by a lawyer 
before acting upon it. W. Scars. 


Letter from Samuel Deeds, Solicitor, to 
J. Purchase, dated April 28, 1932. 


By-Laws. 


Dean Mr. Porcuase,—You and Mr. Scale 
have put the facts of this matter very clearly, 
and I am able to give you my opinion thereon. 


The position is that if the works you pro- 
pose constitute ‘* the erection of a new build- 
ing” within the meaning of the law, they 
contravene certain by-laws. If, on the con- 
trary, they do not constitute “ the erection 
of a new building,’” the by-laws in respect of 
such erections do not apply, except in so far 
as a local authority acte within its powers 
in demanding a minimum standard of build- 
ing in respect to public health and safety. 
An authority might have good grounds for 
stating that the restrictions as to height of 
rooms, etc., as laid down in the by-laws, did 
constitute such @ minimum standard. 

The authority, in this case, does not have 
to stand upon so debatable a point, since 
under Section 23, subsection (b) of the Public 
Health Act, 1907, the following is defined as 
a “new building :— 

‘The conversion into a dwelling-house 
of any building not originally constructed 
for human habitation.” 

This, in my opinion, undoubtedly applies 
to the conversion of the stable building under 
discussion into a dwelling-house. My opinion 
is, therefore, that if you proceed with your 
project on the lines of your deposited pian, 
you will thereby commit an offence against 
the by-laws, for which certain heavy penalties 
are laid down. Furthermore, the Council 
would be empowered following such action, 
and within certain procedure, to enter your 
land and demolish the offending building, 
recovering from you the costs entailed. 

I am sorry, my dear fellow, but, though I 
grow fat on the law, I did not create it.

Letter from John Purchase to W. Scale, 
dated May 18, 1932. 


Dean Mr. Scare,—I suppose I cannot ex- 
pect you to know by heart the whole of the 
written law, and I have no complaint to make 
of you, especially in view of your very reason- 
able account, for which I enclose my cheque. 

We must, of course, give up this particular 
idea, but I want you to rough out a develop- 
ment scheme allowing shops along the main 
road, say, 100 ft. deep, plus any air space 
required. and the remainder laid out in smali 
four-bedroom houses I propose either to 
maintain the mansion house as a club-house 
for the estate—in which case the low ground 
in the bend of the river can be used for 
communal tennis courte—or else convert it 
into, say, four flats or maisonnettes Assume 
the former at present. I thought, also, the 
gate lodges might form nuclei of dwellings by 
judicious extensions, I think I would allow 
for widening South-lane to, say, 50 ft., and

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LIVERPOOL SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE 


ANNUAL EXHIBITION 

Tuts exhibition was opened by Mr. Gerald 
Barry, and will remain to the public 
until Saturday, July 18. tt is being held at 
the School of Architecture. 

As on previous occasions, the drawings and 
models are — in the studios according 
to the years, with the fifth and final year’s 
theses occupying the walls of all studios. 
This makes it for visitors to comprehend 
the whole curriculum of the five years’ course 

en rawings and diagrams e 
first and cual years to the more advanced 
desi of the third and fourth Bigs, and 
finally to the complex projects the fifth 
year. 

Interspersed amongst the design subjects 
of each year are the customary working draw- 
ings, sketches and models. 

e greatest interest lies, naturally, in the 
theses of the fifth-year students. Practically 
the whole of the school year of nine months 
has been devoted to these designs, this bei 
a departure from the previous practice 
allotting only two of the three terms to them. 
The theses, which are highly varied in type, 
each student having selected his or her own 
subject and eite, are the last designs carried 
out by the students before they leave the 
School, and may therefore be said to represent 
the full flower of the School’s training. 

Out of the more than forty theses it is 
possible to mention only two or three indi- 
vidually. That by Mr. P. F. Shepheard is 
for a new residential development, in the 
form of tall flats, to replace a haphazardly 
planned area of small houses, allotment gar- 
dens and so forth, at Prenton, Birkenhead. 


Finally, mention must be made of the work 
done by students, of whom there were this

ADDRESS AT ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


Tn the course of an address at the opening 
of the Annual Exhibition of the School on 
July 1, Mr. Gerald Barry said it must seem 
to any layman who interested himeelf in the 
subject a matter of immense importance to 
the community, and one on which the com- 
munity could unreservedly congratulate itself, 
that such an institution as that School of 
Architecture at the University of Liverpool 
should exist and do the work it did in the 
way it did it. There could no longer be any 
doubt that the old pupilage system of train- 
ing architects was insufficient for and inade- 
quate to the various and complex problems 
involved in the planning of our contemporary 
civilisation. Something a good deal more sys- 
tematic and a good deal wider in its embrace 
was essential if architecture today and 
to-morrow was to give to the solution of those 

all that it rightly had to contribute. 


The Communal Spirit. 
The system of training in the hap- 
pened, moreover, to be both 
a in harmony with the movement of 
the times. The individualism of the past, 
which had given great service in its day, was 
being replaced throughout modern life more 
and more by a communal spirit. The change 


was being forced upon us by the social and 
economic circumstances in which we found 
ourselves living ; and so architecture, that most 
social of the arts, was itself, like everything 
else, becoming communalised. Moreover, with 
the emergence of new and more complicated 
social techniques, and the discovery of new 
structural methods, the full study and prac- 
tice of architecture had spread far beyond 
the mere designing and planning of a build- 
ing; all sorts of inter-related subjects must be 
rly into consideration, and so the need for 
co-operation and integration would become 
increasingly necessary. 

Half the problems of our modern life seemed 
to be touched at some point or another by the 
claims of architecture, and half the problems 
of architecture, at least, by the claims of our 
social life. We built new houses by the 
million and were astonished at the end of 
it to discover that nobody was satisfied— 
neither the people who had to live in them, 
nor the people whose capital had erected them, 
nor the people who were spared living in them 
but still had to look at them, nor certainly 
the starving architects who were given no 
chance to plan them and saw their ye 

rovince usurped by the jerry-builder. i 
tone because the problem of housing had 
hardly ever been studied as the comprehensive 
one it was, covering an enormous range and 
variety of inter-related considerations—accom- 
modation, site, economic rent, public hoe 
geographical position in relation to the occu- 
pation of the inhabitants, transport, recrea- 
tional facilities, population ima, health 
services—all these questions many others 
besides were essential parts of housing 
properly considered, now that we were build- 
ing not for single families but for whole settle- 
ments of the community—and they but units 
of innumerable like communities. 


The Architect and “the New World.” 
Where the architect’s business used to. be 
the designing of a “ house, it had now 
become very often the development of a 
whole area. So architectural and_ social 
research must march hand in hand more 
and more closely as we moved forward 
towards the “ — new world 
offer so t and inspiring a or 
new of The ing era 
of leisure which, if we were given the peace 
to ensure it, we were assured was in store 
for mankind, must afford to architecture in- 
qreasing opportunities. Already new tasks 
occasioned the new mobility and com- 
munal activities of the human animal were 


ports, sports centres, exhibition grounds 
service stations, and the very lay-out and 
decoration of our streets for ceremonial 
occasions like jubilees and coronations. So 
far as this last was concerned, it was greatly 
to be a the opportunity would be 
used by authorities at next summer’s 
coronation to employ architects and archi- 
tectural students so that our street 
decorations might — a planned and har- 
monious whole, while allowing for diversity 
within that whole, and might present 
something worthy and representative of con- 
temporary talent. rather than be left to the 
inspired chaos of individual enthusiasm or 
the dull vulgarity of the contractor. 


He feared that a good deal more education 
of the public was required before we could 
hope ti the importance of such things 
would be generally appreciated and acted on. 
Too many of our | public bodies and of 
our individual minds were lacking in a p 
social sense and a — civic spirit. That 
most legitimate of kinds of patriotism, 
pride in one’s a what it conta:ned 
that was worthy, i largely an 
undeveloped sense. 


Old Slums and New. 
So we had found, ever since the war, that 
during a period of unprecedented building 
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activity—when whole new towns were spring- 
ing up and old ones being remodelled, oud 
the entire face of the countryside was in man 
districts being transformed and urbanised, 
when new industries had been created al! 
around—the total and lamentable result, as had 
so often been said, had been merely to replace 
old slums with new ones. Our grandfathers 
built hurriedly and blindly, not knowing what. 
sins they were committing because there hai 
been no earlier industrial revolution, no 
period of unexampled commercial develop- 
ment preceding theirs as a warning. But we 
had been building with our eyes open and 
with a horrible example behind us; and if it 
be true that there was no fool like the one 
who failed to learn from. experience, thea 
alas, it must be acknowledged that we English 
i ig past couple of decades had been great 
ools. 

Those sins had been committed, of course, 
because of that absurd divorce which had 
existed too long between the architect and 
the artisan, because of our shameful neglect 
to subject development to proper planning; 
and above all, because of the failure, only 
too often, to employ trained architects, 
leaving the job instead to builders—and 
jerry-builders at that. 

But there were signs, fortunately, that 
things were changing, if slowly. Industry 
and some of our more enlightened commercial 
and public undertakings were beginning to 
call in the artist in matters of design. (In 
this, one might note in passing, there was a 
reciprocal benefit: the artist had much to 
learn in the use of materials and machinery 
and the conforming of his ideas to practical 
uses, as the manufacturer had much to learn 
from the artist.) Just as this was happen- 
ing there, so we might hope and pray that 
governments, bodies, and even the poor 
heathen speculative builder, who to-day in 
his blindness bowed down to imitation - 
timbering and all the horrors of Tudor- 
bethan, might soon learn to put his faith— 
which meant his money—in the trained and 
qualified architect. He (the speaker) 
hoped so, not only that architects might 
flourish and prosper, but that the sight and 
shape of English cities, villages and industrial 
centres might be a pleasure and enrichment 
to English generations to come. 


A New English Architecture. 

This was especially to be hoped because 
out of the barrenness of the recent past there 
was being born a new and distinctive English 
architecture, fitted to the age in which we 
lived and expressive of it. To a layman 
with no more knowledge than that which was 
afforded him by the evidence of his eyes, 
it must seem that one effect of. the war, 
and subsequently of the economic depression, 
on architecture had been the stripping away 
from it of much of that pretentiousness, 
sentimentality and ostentatious ornament 
which made it for a while look a vulgar 
and very mundane thing. Instead, there had 
pevials: 2 a new, clean self-assurance of form 
and mass to which would be added—was 
already — oe indigenous and con- 
temporary ration (because the English 
had always excelled in this domestic branch 
of the arts) at once elegant and purposeful 
as our best new buildings themselves were. 

What was it that created a “ style’ of 
architecture? He supposed it was the need 
at a certain time of buildings for certain pur- 
poses with certain means at the builder’s dis- 
posal. If that happened in sufficient quantity 
over a sufficient period, it became a “* style.” 
Supposing this to be roughly true, there- 
fore, there ought most certainly to be emerg- 
ing in England to-day a “ style” of archi- 


_tecture—-perhaps several styles: a factory 


style for industry, a commercial style for 
or dwe a y one unifying per- 
ception. He thought it was 8 a tedly 
beginning to happen, and the only reason 
why it was not happening faster was because 
in domestic architecture, the branch of build- 
ing that was developing most rapidly, the 
architect was still so seldom given an oppor- 
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to be called in only when some rather . 
ur, at least, important, structure was required. 
For purely utilitarian commissions he was 
not yet widely enough eer. The public 
had yet to understand t the permanent 
litter of bad building was worse than the 
litter of orange-peel and ice-cream cartons 
because it las longer, and, even when 
jerry-built, better withstood the ravages of 
the English climate; and this would remain 
true even though we demolished and 
rebuilt our towns every 20 or 4 years, 
as, he dare say, in the future we should. It 
was his experience that the best modern archi- 
tecture soon made friends even with its 
severest critics, whose criticism was often 
mothing worse than the expression of an 
innate conservatism. Thus, architects them- 
selves had a great responsibility and oppor- 
tunity to educate public taste and rt a 
civic sense. As this happens, we might look 
forward with encouragement and expectation 
to the development of what Professor Gropius 
had called the ‘‘ working community ’’—a 
community in which laymen shared with pro- 
fessional an appreciation and knowledge of 
architectural and social planning, and a desire 
for its vy development so that our life 
and world might be orderly, economic and 
beautiful. 


SECOND SUMMER SCHOOL. 


The success of the Liverpool School of 
Architecture’s first Summer School last July 
justified the expectations of its organisers, 
and it was therefore decided to hold a 
second Summer School this year. It was

Srr,—‘‘ Positive cannot quite understand 
why his attack on the probity of the archi- 
tect and the general contractor should be re- 
sented, but returns to the charge of unfairness 
pre ge to tendering. He now pictures to 
himself an architect who, having obtained a 
tender amounting to £992, sets down £1,000 
out of a love for round figures. He fails to 
understand that far more often than not the 
figures set down as provisional sums are not 
the product of actual tenders, but sums ap- 
portioned by the architect and/or quantity 
surveyor, as being likely to cover their 
needs. Where this is the case, advance 
knowledge of these figures would not help 
a sub-contractor, unless called upon to sub-. 
mit a scheme as well as a tender. “* Posi- 
tive”’ says that he detects some bitterness in 
my reply to his argument, but I do not feel 
any, for his innocence here protects him. The 
less the average client interferes in the 
handling of the work, and the more — 
he trusts his architect, the better it 
usually be for all concerned. Necartive. 
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-FIVE-APARTMENT 
COTTAGE COMPETITION 


We gave in our last issue the award of the 
assessors in the competition for a design for a 
five-apartment cottage, promoted ty the 
Glasgow Corporation in connection with the 
Housing and Health Exhibition, Kelvin Hall, 
and we illustrate the first, second and third 
premiated designs this week (see this page 
and pages 68-69). 

In the conditions of the competition 
competitors were left free as to archi- 
tectural style, but preference would be given 
to designs of a modern or non-traditional 
nature. Choice of materials was not 
restricted. Any materials which would be 
approved by local authorities in Scotland 
might be used for external walls and internal 
partitions. 

The maximum cost was not to exceed £400 
per house, exclusive of land, roads, sewers, 
services, fees, and all outside ground work. 

Accommodation to be provided was : 


Living-room—not less than 180 superficial 
ns with built-in display cupboard and book- 
shelves. 


First bedroom—not less than 160 superficial 
feet, with built-in wardrobe not less than 
3 ft. 10in. by 1 ft. 6in., inside sizes. 

Second bedroom—not less than 130 aq. ft. 

Third bedroom—not less than 120 eq. ft. 

Smallest bedroom—not less than Li0 aq. ft. 

Kitchenette—not less than 90 sa. ft. 

The question of camp ceilings was left to 
the competitor, but no wall was to be les 


- than 5 ft. in height, measured from floor to 


plaster. A fully equipped bathroom was to 
be shown. The kitchenette had to contain 
tub and sink, or electric cooker, and gas 
or electric wash-boiler (10 gallons). A small 
cupboard with drawer for cleaning materials 
and a sparred shelf for the storage of pote, 
pans, etc., had to be included, together with 
a laundry pole; also a ventilated larder with 
window to outer wall, and a space for the 
storage of coal. Each house had to have two 
coal fires. The living-room might be shown 
with a back-to-back type or a sham inierior 
with oven in canopy, and the large bedroom 
with a coal fire; second bedroom—ae gas fire; 
third bedroom—a gas fire; fourth bedroom— 
an electric plug. 

Should the Corporation decide to erect 
sample cottages of the designs selected, they 
will be at liberty to do so with no extra 
payment to the author as fees or otherwise.

COMPETITION FOR FIVE-APARTMENT COTTAGE: Third Premiated Design 
BY MR. ROBERT McLUCKIE. 
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PONTYPRIDD GENERAL HOSPITAL 


A REVIEW OF THE COMPETITION DESIGNS 
By W. S. PURCHON. 


Tae competition for a General Hospital at 
Church V , near Pontypridd, for the 
Public Health and Housin ittee of the 


Glamorgan County Council has resulted in 
the submission o ~——'. schemes, from 
assessors, 


been commended. The County of Glamor 

is to be congratulated on the general high 
standard of many of the schemes submitted, 
and in particular on the outstanding quality 
of the scheme first. 

This design is the work of Messrs. Brad- 
shaw Gass and Hope, FF.R.1.B.A., who have 
achieved real distinction with a scheme totally 
different from all others submitted. The 
general lay-out is excellent, the best possible 
use being made of the site. The planning is 
sound, clean and straightforward, with good 
circulation. A large amount of the accom- 
modation is arranged on axes running east 
and west, with a south aspect for most wards, 
the blocks being staggered so as to get the 
maximum of light and air and so as to com- 
mand the best prospects. The windows in 
most blocks are more or less traditional in 
shape, but it is noteworthy that in the 
children’s wards the intermediate piers are 
omitted and much larger windows used—a 
treatment which might possibly be considered 
with advantage in other wards. 

In = out the scheme, slight improve- 
ments will doubtless be effected in the lay- 
out of the operating unit. In the medical 
block the main ward would possibly be better 

near the sun balcony at the end of 
the block, and in another part of the scheme 
there is a stair without direct light. The 
nurses’ dining room could be increased in size 
with advantage, and the tower is not very 
effective. These are, however, only ot. 
defects in a first class scheme, which is ably 
presented in clean line drawings. 

The design placed second is by Messrs. 
Nicholas and Bixon-Spain, FF.R.LB.A. In 
this scheme the main buildings are arrang 
very compactly on the upper part of the site, 
with the advantages of reducing length of 
communications and of economy. On the 
other hand, the —— is slightly tight and 
cramped as a result. The main accommoda- 
tion is arranged in blocks each on an axis 
running north and south, and each having a 
transeptal form, with the main corridors east 
and west, 

The design placed third is the work of Mr. 
B. W. R. Thomas, A.R.I.B.A., of London. 

In this scheme the general idea of the 
siting of the blocks is somewhat similar to 
that of the scheme placed second, but with 
the nurses’ home better placed on the lower 
part of the site. The main wards are 
arranged on axes running north and south, 
and are excellently treated. The circulation 
between the units is not so direct as one 
would like, and there are too many internal 
courts. 

The commended schemes are Nos. 7, 11, 14, 
24 and 35. 

Scheme No. 24, by Messrs. Lanchester and 
Lodge, is an excellent design, with a central 
administration block, corridors branching out 
to east and west, and with six ward blocks 
with axes more or less north and south. The 
communications are simple and short. 

No. 35.—Messrs. tt, Shepherd and 
Breakwell, London. The lay-out of this 
scheme is arranged with access from the 
north, which is somewhat difficult to manage. 

main aceommodatior is arranged in T- 
shaped blocks, with the long arm north and 
south, and with the ward running east and 
west across the end of each. These wards 
are connected so as tu form courts—perhaps 
somewhat unnecessarily. The communica- 
tions are rather and complicated. 

No. 7.—Messrs. 8. Griffiths and 
Partners, Tonypandy. All the  buildi 


are placed near the top of the site, with ¢ 


advantages and disadvantages mentioned in 
other cases of similar type. The main 
corridors run east and west. with ward blocks 
on axes running north and south. The 
kitchen stores are not well placed with a 
southern aspect. 

No. 14.—Messrs. L. H. Bucknell and K. 
Ellis, London. An interesting scheme, well 
disposed over the main part of the site, with 
communicating corridors and 8.W., and 
wards on axes §.E. and N.W., the communi- 
cations being somewhat over-elaborated. The 
children’s wards are noteworthy because of 
their very interesting treatment with large 
curved bays. 

No. 11.—Messrs. Reginald Edmonds and 
Herbert Jackson. An excellent set of draw- 
ings and a very carefully worked-out scheme, 
with corridors E. and W., and ward blocks 
on axes running N. and §. 

The following comments are given on a 
number of designs which have been selected 
as being among the more interesting of those 
not premiated or commended. 

No. 19.—Messrs. Ashley and Winton New- 
man. A good and interesting scheme, per- 
haps somewhat over-elaborately planned, with 
curved communicating corridors and radiating 
blocks of T shape. 

No. 18.—Mr. W. J. Davis, Dublin. An in- 
teresting scheme, unique in treatment of plan- 
shapes. Careful attention has been paid to 
the contours and the planning is compact, if 
perhaps somewhat elaborate and forced. 

No. 42.—Mr. Gordon H. Griffiths, Cardiff. 
A scheme based on a circular plan, very in- 
genious; in fact, possibly too ingenious. The 
circular shape gives rise to various difficulties 
and complications in the attempt to get 
proper orientation of wards, etc., and 
possibly leading to expense in connection with 
the contours. 

No. 4.—Messrs, J. B. Dunn and Martin, 
Edinburgh. A good disposition of wards 
arranged with axes more or less E. and W.., 
but the scheme results in somewhat lengthy 
and complicated communication. 

No. 29.—Mr. A. V. Pilichowski. A very 
interesting scheme planned round three 


courts; all very clean and light, both in pre- 


sentation and design. 

In the majority of cases beds are arranged 
parallel to the long walls of the wards, 
probably partly as a result of a suggestion in 
the conditions of the competition. The sug- 
gestion in those conditions that flat roofs are 
not encouraged seems to have had an un- 
fortunate effect. It is not possible to enter 
here into the auestion of the relative advan- 
tages and disadvantages of flat roofs as com- 
pared with pitched roofs, but quite apart 
from those advantages and disadvantages, in 
this particular case the suggestion seems to 
have resulted in a certain timidity in many 
of the schemes, as if the designers had come 
to the conclusion that it would not be safe 
to experiment. This shows to some extent in 
the generally traditional appearance of many 
of the exteriors, but the effect has gone deeper 
than the external treatment in certain cases. 

Notwithstanding this criticism, which 
applies to a number of the schemes, it may 
still be said that several very excellent 
schemes have resulted from this competition, 
that the best of them has been placed first 
and that this scheme is one of exceptional 
merit.

Gerald Warren, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
Gerald Warren, F.R.I.B.A., on — 2, at the 
age of 55. One who knew him well writes as

A. F. Bemis. 

A correspondent writes: Mr. A. F. Bemis, 
an American, who made a personal study of 
the building industry in Great Britain, died 
a few weeks ago in Arizona.

According to a brief record of his life pre- 
pared by his son, Mr. Bemis, from the time 
he was a student in technology, maintained 
an interest in architecture and engineering. 
In addition to technology dormitory con- 
struction, he helped to make ible the 
restoration of Lincoln Cathedral, England, 
both by his large financial contribution and 
by his close —- with Lincoln’s great 
rebuilder, Dean Fry; and he was a guest at 
the rededication and thanksgiving services in 
Lincoln in 1932. He was the founder of the 
Housing Company in 1918, an_ institution 
which built many fine group housing oir” 
ments in New England and elsewhere.

The set-backs are used as open 
terraces for immediate flats. Each terrace is 
accessible from one flat only, and so ensures 
privacy. The Arlington-street front shows 
similar set-backs and steps in order to 
lengthen this frontage and to comply with 
the angles of light required by the opposite 
buildings. 

Basement.—The basement contains garage 


for 60 cars with entrance and exit from ~ 


Arli -street. Further, it contains the 
plants for central heating, hot water, water 
softening, etc., also kitchen premises con- 


necting directly with the restaurant in 
Arli -street, storage rooms, staff rooms, 
and kitchen and service quarters for the 


ground- and first-floor maisonettes at the park 
ends of the two wings. 

Grounp anp First Frioor.—The ground 
floor contains in Arlington-street a restaurant, 
shops, the main entrance to the building in 
the centre, and service entrances next to the 
garage entrance and exit. The typical floor 
plan starts from the second floor. 
ground and first floors facing the park and 
the garden court are arranged for maison- 
ettes. This arrangement allows each 
maisonette to have the reception rooms on 
the ground floor, and the bedrooms, which 
require greater privacy, on the first floor. 
Maisonettes are used again on the two top 
floors in the centre portion of the building. 
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Froor.—On the typical floors the 
largest flats are placed on the wings, and 
contain hall, two reception rooms, loggia, 
two bedrooms with bathrooms, and adequate 
service arrangements. The entrance to these 
flats is by special lifts with small lift lobbies 
on each floor giving access to the halls of 
the flats. Besides these two large flats, 
smaller flats have been planned varying from 
living room and bedroom to two reception 
and two bedrooms. The financial principle 
governing the planning of these large and 
small flats is to obtain an equal balance of 
accommodation in the two t when taken 
as a whole. The small flats have small 
kitchens, but also optional service from the 
ground-floor’ restaurant, the kitchen part of 
which is connected with the two service 
staircases and lifts. Large flats are again 
situated on the top floors, where the typical 
floor plan has been annulled by the setting 
back. On each floor six servants’ spare 
rooms are arranged with servants’ bathrooms. 

The building is a steel-framed structure 
with hollow tile floors, and with area walls 
constructed in 4} in. reinforced concrete. 
Brick walls are 9 in. thick, with R.I.W. solu- 
tion sprayed on the inside. Stone walls are 
13 in. thick, 4 in. and 84 in. courses of stone 
with brick backing. Faience walls are 134 in. 
brick walls with 1} in. finish of rendering 
and faience tile. Tiles are grooved on hori- 
zontal edges to take 4 in. copper wire tied 
back in centre of each tile. Blocks are 
bonded into the steelwork over all window 
heads and tied back to the steel with bronze 

Two-inch Travertine slabs were used 
to face the ground floor. 

The metal windows are surrounded by an 
additional member of anodised aluminium, 
and this same metal is used in a decorative 
way as the handrail on the external 
balcony railings and on the raili to the 
roof terraces. Hardwood shop fronts are 
covered with sheet anodised aluminium, and 
the main entrance doors are similarly treated, 
and are further enriched by cast aluminium 

i and turned baluster features. The 
main entrance hall is panelled in — 
mahogany plywood, with solid fillets of Indian 
white mahogany. Lift cars are all metal con- 
struction, and are cellulosed. 

Bathrooms and kitchens are finished in 
** Glazement,”’ as are also the walls to the 
main staircases. The treads and risers of the 
latter are of terrazzo. Stairs in maisonettes 
are of oak. Wood-block floors are laid 
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through the -rooms and corridors 
inside the flats. Bathroom floors are finished 


with cork carpet. Maids’ rooms and kitchen 
floors are finished in linoleum. Public corri- 
dors are close carpeted. All flat roofs where 
used as roof terraces are insulated from 
thermal changes by the use of “‘ Celotex ”’ 
boards covered with asphalt, on which are 
pre-cast terrazzo tiles.

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PONTYPRIDD GENERAL HOSPITAL 
COMPETITION 


Tue award of the assessors in this competi- 
tion is given under Competition News (page 
50), and a review of the designs on page 54. 
Following are extracts from the report of the 
winning architects, Messrs. Bradshaw Gass 
and Hope, FF.R.1.B.A., of Bolton. 

The drawings show the hospital with the 
full provision of 310 patients’ beds and also 


show a ible future extension. The main 
group of buildings has been placed on the 
upper part of the site, the ward units planned 


with their major axes running east and west, 
the beds, separated into groups by screens as 
required, generally parallel to. these 
axes and facing sout.:, and the ancillary rooms 
ranged on the northerly side of the ward cor- 
ridor, thus making for greater flexibility in 
use, ease of working and better administra- 
tion. ‘This type of ward plan, in addition to 
providing the maximum of sunshine per bed, 
and, by the arrangement of its windows, the 
conditions of an open-air ward, also enables 
the various units of the hospital to be so 
"va in relation to each other as to take the 
ullest advantage of the contours of the land. 
It also permits the closest touch to be main- 
tained between the individual blocks and the 
administrative department, and allows the 
kitchens and dining-rooms to be set in the 
centre of the gro- *¥%or ease of control and 
facility of service. This method of planning 
the units in relation to each other and to the 
contours of the site also permits of the main- 
tenance of one level throughout the principal 
hospital floor. 

A noteworthy feature of the design is the 
grouping of the administrative department 
entrance, and the entrances to the casualty 
and after-care departments and to the mater- 
nity unit in close relation to one another, 
while the easy access by stair and bed lift 
from the casualty department to the operating 
theatre unit above it is also of importance. 

The theatre suite is self-contained and com- 
plete in itself and is also within easy reach of 
the six surgical wards. 

The maternity unit has been planned on 
two floors, with in communication and 
bed lift, and having on its upper floor direct 
connection with the main hospital while main- 
taining its separate 

The children’s unit is placed adjoining the 
medical ward unit, the two wards, of ten beds 
each, arranged one over the other. These, 
while based on the same principle as the adult 
wards, are of the fully open-air type, with 
movable screens opening on wide 
erandas

Communication between the two hospital 
floors is maintained by suitably placed stair- 
cases with bed lifts, while all wards have fire 
escape stairs for emergencies, and these are 
so placed as to be usable for purposes of 
interna] communication. 

The staff homes are conveniently placed in 
relation to the hospital buildings on the high 

und, so having as wide a view as possible 
over the surrounding country, oe being 
taken of the ground levels to avoid the plac- 
ing of nurses’ lodresens upon the ground floor. 

e kitchen unit is designed to facilitate 
the receiving and storage of supplies and their 
distribution to the kitchen or to the various 
hospital blocks. The cooking and service 
arrangements are also devised for easy con- 
trol and to avoid unnecessary labour. 

The boiler-house, laundry and garage sec- 
tion is placed in the north-east corner of the 
site, where the prevailing south-west winds 
will carry the smoke away from the hospital. 
Here again the planning in relation to ground 
contours enables an easy and ically level 
communication for steam and heating mains 
to be provided to the main hospital blocks. 

The smaller units—deputy resident medical 
officer's house, mortuary block, and lodge— 
are carefully — to give them the advan- 
tage of oversight of the whole institution, 
quiet and inconspicuousness and control of the 
entrance, vely. 

Provision has been made as shown on the 
plans for a further ward block comprising two 
wards of 30 beds each, as a future extension, 
and extensions of the special ts are 


also possible. The staff homes are capable of 
easy extension by the addition of further 

i ngs as required. 

e walls, on concrete foundations, will be 
of local bricks with selected local facings, ali 
set in cement mortar, and will be built hollow, 
with asphalt dampproof course. 

Artificial stone dressings will be used. 
Floors will be fireproof and of hollow tile 
construction, and staircases of concrete with 
terrazzo finish. Roofs boarded, felted and 
slated or tiled. Flooring to wards will be of 
teak or maple boarding laid solid on speciall 
prepared breeze concrete foundation, wit 
waterproofing under the boards. 

Main windows to wards will be of a type 
—* controlled ventilation at top and 

ttom and with centre portion side hung, 
middle panel vertical pivoted to open out- 
wards, thus providing the maximum of sun 
and air, with easy cleaning. Windows to 
operating theatres and delivery rooms will be 
on latest principles in wide satin plate glass 
sheets, opening side portions and having 
sloping lights over, one fitted with dark blinds 
as required, as also is the throat consulting- 
room window. 

Internal walls generally will be simply 
finished in hard plaster—in wards and special! 
departments with Portland cement backing 
and Keene’s cement finish, prepared for paint 
and enamel. Walls in sink-rooms, bathrooms 
and lavatories and kitchen will be finished 
with terrazzo or tile dadoes 5 ft. high. 

Floors of corridors and administrative 
entrance, etc., will be finished with terrazzo 
laid on wax paper and divided into squares 
or tiles; floors of less important parts with 
coloured, hard asphalt; operating theatre and 
labour-room floors with terrazzo borders and 
= for tables; remainder rubber; staff 

ats’ and homes’ floors covered with hard 
wood blocks; bathroom and lavatory floors 
with tiles or terrazzo.

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THE NATIONAL LIBRARY OF 
SCOTLAND. 


Tue design for the new building of the 
National Library of Scotland in George IV 
Bridge, prepared by Mr. Reginald Fairlie, 
R.8.A., on the instructions of H.M. Office of 
Works and the Board of Trustees, has now 
been approved by the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission for Scotland. 

The front elevation, illustrated on p. 6, 
occupies the whole available street frontage 
from the Cowgate northwards to within about 
50 ft. of the County Buildings. In the centre 
of the elevation is the public entrance open- 
ing on a hall and staircase which leads to the 
principal floor. Flanking the central portico 
on this floor are the catalogue hall iad book- 
issue space, and between them is the entrance 
to the public reading room. The accommoda- 
tion on the street floor includes a lecture 
room, a map store and a range of rooms for 
exhibition purposes, and on both floors pro- 
vision is made for special collections of books 
and for the necessary staff accommodation. 

Below the level of George IV Bridge are 
seven stages of booketacks covering the whole 
area of the building, and in addition there 
are a manuscript strong room and a number 
of rooms for staff use. On the Cowgate level 
an entrance is provided leading to the 
reception space and heating chamber. The 
building is to be steel-framed, stone faced. 

As in all the plans which have been under 
consideration since the passage of the National 
Library of Scotland Act, 1925, Mr. Fairlie’s 
designs are laid out so as to take advantage 
of the stackage fee meg provided by the 
depth of the site, to provide for successive 
further extensions of stackage on the unbuilt- 
on portions of the site at the back of the 
building now to be erected and along the 
frontage to the Cowgate. The astackage, 
which will be provided immediately, is 
sufficient to accommodate the accretions of 
the next fifty years; and the plan is arranged 
to admit of further stackage extensions suffi- 
cient for at least a further fifty, and also 
to allow of enlargements of the public and 
reading room accommodation.

The fall in the site Edward-road has 
been utilised to the best advantage 5 hme

ministrators. The lack of such control in the 
past had resulted in the creation of some 
arterial roads which, 
traffic channels, presen ew of the hi 
qualities which endeared a road to the 
traveller. In many instances, no doubt, those 
new routes were hurriedly built under the 
pressure of unemployment, and time did not 
permit the requisite measures to be taken for 
the effective control of the surprising building 
development which was unintentionally fos- 
tered by the road builder. Even where ade- 

te building lines were im , the design 
of the buildi was left to the discretion of 
any individual who bought a building plot, 
and whose taste occasionally differed violently 
from that of his neighbour. As a racing cor- 
respondent would say: ‘‘ Road-engineer 
jumped off with a flying start; house-builder 
was well away from the gate; town-planner 
had to carry too much weight; architect, 
through no fault of his own, was left at the 
post.” As the outcome of this unregulated 
sequence of events, it had now become obvious 
that many well-intentioned roads, however 
spacious and direct, could be, and often were, 
rofoundly dull and depressing, owing to the 
vata flac ill-advised use of the frontages. 
. The temptation to build closely-serried rows 
of houses along new arterial roads,”’ said the 
speaker, “‘ arises partially, no doubt, from the 
unhappy influence of the laws ——— pri- 
vate street works, and we shall all welcome 
the announcement that the Minister of Health 
hopes to introduce a Bill to remove the 
anomalies of the existing law.’’ Road autho- 
rities, concluded the speaker, must often sigh 
and sigh in vain for the unity of purpose and 
coun that marked the administration of rail- 
ways. Fortunately, signs were not wantin 
that we were entering upon a period in whic 
highway problems would be studied with 
broader vision than in the past, as was wit- 
nessed by the schedule of standard road 
widths annexed to the Restriction of Ribbon 
Development Act, 1935, and the circular issued 
by the Minister of a in May, 1936, 
setting forth a revised e of grants for road 
construction and road improvement. Town 
planners would welcome in particular the con- 
cessions made under this scale to highway 
authorities en in carrying out improve- 
ments in built-up areas of towns and cities 
where, as we had all to admit, progress had 
been less rapid than in the surrounding 
territory. 
THE DRAFT PUBLIC HEALTH BILL. 
A on this subject was contributed by 
Mr. W. T. Creswell, K.C. (vice-president). 
Some 22 statutes, he said, were consolidated by 
the Public Health Act, 1875. That Act be- 
came, and still was, the “ bible’ of local 
government. The title of the draft Bill now 
before Parliament was given as - “‘ An Act to 
consolidate with amendments certain enact- 
ments relating to public health,” and was

forerunner of a consolidating Act, should

arrive at euch a degree of simplifica- 
tion of the law contained in the existing 
enactments it was to consolidate, as that 
it would give final and complete satisfac- 
tion to sanitary authorities. But it had in- 
deed achieved in many directions a certain 
clarifying and amending of the present public 
health law. :

Drains and Sewers. 

“** Drain,” by clause 336 means,”’ said the 
lecturer, “‘a drain used for the inage of 
one building and of any yard and subsidiary 
buildings appurtenant thereto; and ‘sewer’ 
does not include a drain as so defined, but 
‘includes all sewers and drains used for the 
ae of buildings and yards appurtenant 
to buildings.’ 

“Tt is well known—indeed, it is explained 
at some length in the Second Interim Report, 
which accompanied the Bill when presented in 
January, 1 hat local authorities have, in 
many instances, insisted upon each house 
being served by a separate drain—where one 
single drain to serve two or more houses would 
have been sufficient for all sanitary require- 
ments. More than that, other authorities 
have forced an owner to enter into an agree- 
ment binding himself and his successors in title 
to maintain what was technically a sewer. 
It is also suggested that the legal effect of 
such an agreement is open to doubt. In the 
Amendment Act of 1890 {section 19), an adop- 
tive clause which is sometimes included in 
local Acts was introduced, providing for ‘a 
single private drain’ to connect two or more 
houses belonging to different owners with a 
public sewer. The section provided that in 
such a case section 41 of the Act of 1875, 
which enables a local authority to deal with 
complaints as to nuisances from drains, was to 
apply, and the local authority should be 
enabled to recover from the owners of the 
houses any expenses incurred by them in exe- 
cuting any works under this last section, and 
in such shares and proportions as should be 
settled by their surveyor or {in case of dis- 
pute) by a court of summary jurisdiction. Thus 
the local authority was enabled to make good 
a defective drain of that nature at the owner’s 
cost. 

“Re tatives of local authorities are 
well aware of the legal disputes which this 
clause brought in its train, and of the varying 
nature of the decisions given in different cases. 
The case of Hill v. Aldershot Corporation 
(1933), 1 K.B. 259, will be fresh in the minds 
of many. 

“In accordance with the principle simplifi- 
cated, . . ., in the drafting of the 
Bill, the effect of case law has been care- 
fully considered, with the result that it is 
provided that, although the distinction be- 
tween a ‘drain’ and a ‘sewer’ under section 
4 of the Act of 1875 is to be maintained, the 
use of the expression ‘ single private drain ’ is 
to be discontinued. The term ‘ public’ sewer 
is to be used to indicate a sewer vested in a 
local authority (clause 20 (2)). Sewers con- 
structed by private owners will, when the 
Bill becomes law, no longer vest automatically 
in the local authority, but a system of ‘ taking 
over’ is incorporated. In a word, the ado 
tion of a sewer (or sewage disposal works) will 
be effected by a declaration of the authority 
under clause 17. 

“It should be noted that as the Bill stands, 
under clause 18 (1), the local authority has a 
discretionary power with regard to the adop- 
tion of a sewer or drain, or sewage dis 
works. Preferably the power should be 
obligatory, inasmuch as the local authority is 
safeguarded by the fact that such conduits, 
etc., must be completed in accordance with 
the terms of a prior agreement entered into 
between the local authority and the person 
constructing them. The introduction of an 
amendment to this effect would be welcomed 
by those engaged in developing estates. 
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Plans of New Buildings. 

“* Those ible for the Bill have shown 
definite knowledge of the inconveniences and 
difficulties existing under the present law and 
an appreciation of certain defects in earlier 
legislation, the which have given rise to severe 
judicial criticism and censure. Particularly is 
this the case with regard to the submission of

ill retains part only of this obligation. By 
clause 63, which clarifies the position, the local 
authority has still the power of ing or 
rejecting the plans. They must pass them 
unless they are defective, or the pro 
works contravene any by-laws as to buildi 
or sanitation such as provided in clause 60 o: 
the Bill. The passing of the plans, however, 
is not to operate as an approval of the plans 
or a consent or permission for the execution 
of the proposed works, except for the pur- 
poses of the requirements of the by-laws or 
the requirements already mentioned. But it 
is — that in a notice of rejection the 
defects are to be specified (i.c., a statement 
must be made of any by-laws or sections of 
the Act which are infringed), also that when 
plans are passed the local authority must give 
notice stating that the approval is not an 
approval or consent for other purposes, as, for 
example, an approval under the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932. All of which is 
to the good and will assist the public and 


avoid contention and confusion. 


**1t is new law, however, that if any ques- 
tion arises under this clause (63) (between a 
local authority and the person by whom or on 
whose plans are deposited) as to 
whether the latter are, in fact, defective, or 
whether the proposed works would contravene 
any of the by-laws, the matter may, on the 
application of the person aggrieved, be deter- 
mined by a court of summary jurisdiction 
(clause 65 (3) ). But no such application is 
to be entertained unless made before the work 
is commenced. The effect of this provision is 
to obtain a quick decision and, quoting the 
words of the Report accompanying the Bill, 
‘ without the necessity to take some action 
which may eventually be held to amount to a 
trespass.’ 

“* By clause 296 an appeal against the de- 
cision of justices lies to a court of quarter 
sessions. 

“‘ Alternating to the procedure outlined 
above, by clause 66 questions arising under

‘*Tt will be remembered that under section 
158 of the Public Health Act, 1875, a local 
authority is required to signify its approval 
or otherwise of plans su led within 
month of their submission. This prescribed 
period is confirmed by the Bill. But in order 
to meet the situation that arises in cases where 
local authorities meet only monthly, a pro- 
vision bas 65 be the 
effect that the by-laws of a local authority 
which meets not more frequently than once a 
month may provide that, in the case of 
deposited less than three clear days before a 
meeting, the prescribed period is to be five 
weeks. Delay will be prevented by this.”

Floors for Piggeries. 
[Answers to G. B. 8., Juty 3.) 

Sm,—No porous material is suitable for 
such a as it would quickly become 
fouled and insanitary. A concrete floor 
laid to a slight which can be swilled 
down, and with bedding frequently renewed, 

is the suitable treatment for the purpose. 

Farms. 
Sm,—Compressed cork would be unsatis- 
factory for a piggery floor owing to the fact 
that it would rb moisture, which would 
cause it in time to become wet and insanitary. 

It would also be insufficiently hard to wi 
stand the rooting of the pigs. The best floor 
to make is one of hard burned bricks set in 
tion consisting of a 3-in. layer of concrete, 
resting on a 6-in. layer of broken brick or 
stone. A much cheaper, but still satisfactory 
floor may be made with a 6-in. foundation of 
broken stone or brick, this being followed by 
a 4-in. layer of concrete. The concrete should 
consist of one part cement, 24 parts of clean 
sand, and § parts of broken stone or 
shingle. A thin surface layer, consisting of 
one part cement and two parts sand, may be 
laid on this, and just previous to setting it 
should be brushed over with a coarse brush 
to make the surface less slippery. The floor 
should be above the level of the surrounding 
land, and the floor should have a fall of 1 in.

Foundations on Made Ground. 

In towns, buildings often have to be 
erected on sites once used as rubbish tips, 
and often the depth to which foundations 
would need to be carried for safety would 
make the cost prohibitive. — may then 
be resorted to, and it may be desirable to 
call in the specialist. In the country, firms 
who sink wells can usually drive piles. But 
the point that has so often struck the writer 
as showing a want of forethought is that the 


owners, who are sometimes the local 
authority, might save a deal of mone 
if they built up piers as filling proceed 

but they do not do so. On one ground, 


pile group to pi up as @ beam or linto 
whale up with a reinforced 
concrete floor, but this construction would be 
very unusual in domestic buildings. 
Concrete Rafts. 

There are few who would hesitate to put 
up a two-story domestic building on a con- 
crete road without opening up for founda- 
tions; and there is no reason at all why, on 
a flat site, lending itself to such treatment, 
a — should not be pitched, blinded, 
rolled and covered with concrete lightly 
reinforced, as a suitable raft, mat or plat- 
form, ready to receive a house. It has been 
urged that drains might be fractured as the 
result of very slight settlement, but that 
applies with equal force to the more usual 
forms of construction. The form of con- 
struction indicated above would not be suit- 
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able to sloping sites with clay subsoil, for 
fear of a movement originating in side pres- 
sure; that is to say, @ pressure originating 
in swelling clay on the highest side of the 
_— Under ordinary circumstances these 
rafts are economical, for there is a consider- 
able saving in the amount of material 
required. 

Chimney Breasts. 

It frequently happens that the cause of 
unequal settlement is unequal loading, and 
many settlement cracks are first noted in the 
walls having chimney breasts. It is not often 
that the concrete carrying breasts is made of 
a width or thickness that, compared with 
that under other walls, is proportionate to 
the greater load. It is usual to stipulate that 
under walls the concrete should have a width 
of one foot greater than the thickness of the 
wall, i.e., a nine-inch wall will be placed on 
concrete 1 ft. 9 in. wide. It thus happens 
that the jambs of range opening may be built 
on concrete of this width, which has thus 
imposed on it a disproportionate load. In 
many instances the chimney breasts are of 
much greater width than the chimney 
stacks, and at least one purlin adds a por- 
tion of its load. To meet the fall require- 
ments of the loads concentrated on the 
foundations of chimney breasts a greater 
thickness and spread of concrete should be 
used. It has been urged that chimney 
breasts should not be bonded to division or 
cross wails but should receive the ends of the 
walls in a recess or groove, acting after the 
manner of a slip joint. This method may be 
used with advantage where an addition is 
made to an existing building, but the writer 
does not like it for new work. And now that 
the making of sound concrete lintols is so 
well understood it would be better to use 
them rather than arches over the fireplace 
openings. ben might be made of a length 
equal to the full width of the breast, and one 
architect with original and practical ideas 
makes them of the full width of the breast 
wrojection, piercing them for fireclay flue 
iners. 

To sum up, in the writer’s opinion, the 
best and most economical results on doubt- 
ful sites are obtained as follows: On clay,

UNSATISFACTORY SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS 


Ar a joint meeting of the National Union 
of Teachers and the Educational Institute of 
Scotland, held recently in London, a resolu- 


tion was unanimously. ‘‘ urging the 
Board of Education and the Scottish Educa- 
tion Department to institute without delay 


a survey of school buildings with a view to 
the earliest ible substitution of insanitary 
and unsatisfactory schools by buildings pro- 
viding the hygienic and esthetic amenities 
necessary for the healthy educational de- 
velopment of the pupils.” Mr. W. Merrick, 
Chairman of the Education Committee of 
the National Union of Teachers, said that 
conditions in many existing elementary 
schools were deplorable. In most cases the 
schools were old, dilapidated and _ill- 
adapted to modern methods of teaching. 
There were still 1,076 schools on the 
Government’s ‘‘ black list ’’ of unsatisfac- 
tory school premises. Of these, 175 were 
classified as being of the ‘“‘ A,” or worst, 
type, 710 of the “B” t (those in which 
improvements could be effected), and 191 of 
the “C” type, which could be regarded «s 


satisfactory if the numbers in them were 
reduced.

ANNUAL CONFERENCE, EASTBOURNE. 

Tue National Federation of Buildi 
Trades Operatives held their nineteen 
annual conference, at Eastbourne, from 
June 30 to July 3. The Presidential address 
was given b r. T. Barron, J.P., who, in 
announcing retirement in favour of Mr. 
George Hicks, M.P., gave a short historical 
or the 13 years in which he had held 
thi t. 

aa to more recent times, the Presi- 
dent stated that in 1935 they were successful 
in their a for an increase of wages, 
and he looked back with pride to those nego- 
tiations which yielded, for the first time in 
the history of the building trades, an increase 
to the whole of the Federation’s membership 
without exception. He did not pro to 


deal at length with wage movements and 
other matters affecting the National Joint 
Council and its p r, the National 


Wages and Conditions Council. The National 
Agreement had been amended on more than 
one occasion, and the various regulations and 
working rules had been modified to meet cer- 
tain points of view of either one side or the 
other, the modifications in most cases taking 
the form of a compromise. 

While it might seem from those purely 
retrospective notes as if the work of the 


Federation were finished, that, of course, 


was far from his mind. While he was 
proud of what they had accomplished, given 
a continuance of the unity, loyalty and 
co-operation which had brought them to that 
point, there were still great things which 
could be done for the workers in the building 
industry. One set out with such Mp ee 
but like all human endeavour one felt when 
one laid down office how small seemed the 
accomplishments. ‘‘ More than anything,”’ de- 
clared Mr. Barron, ‘‘ I should like to see some 
measure of greater security for our members, 
some continuity of employment and far less 
casualisation than is now endured. However 
much we may increase wages, unless we can 
guarantee some method of more r em- 
ployment it means little to the bulk of our 
members. Whatever may be the views of 
many of our own people, this is the question 
which must ultimately be settled, not by poli- 
ticians or Government departments, but by 
our own efforts in conjunction with the other 
sections of the industry. One is diffident to 
mention wet time, and while I am keenly dis- 
appointed that this injustice has not been 
remedied within my period of office, I do be- 
lieve that the Federation will succeed in 
solving one of the greatest disabilities from 
which so many of our members suffer. Shorter 
hours, payment for holidays, ekege for 
tools, and many such questions have still to 
be settled, so they cannot be settled by 
individuals or sections, but only by the com- 
plete unity of our forces.”
